CABLE NEWS. 



International Arbitration— The Kaiser 
Does the English Lakes— Out- 
rages by Bulgarians. 



The "Times" On Chinese Helpless- 
ness—Gladstone On the Second 
Chamber. 

London, Aug. 13.— Tho international 
parliamentary conference on peace arbitra- 
tion was opened in tho hall of the senuto 
hero to-day. Tho representatives of four- 
toon diflorenb countries wero present. Tho 
Kritiah delegates inoludo .Mr. William 
Randall Cromor, 11 P., firat secretary of tho 
International Workingmon'a Association 
and editor of tho socloty'o organ. Mr, 
Mysena, tho Belgian minister of labor, wel- 
oomod tho delegates, and in no doing ho 
said tho objaota of the conforonco might ho 
summed up in thoso words : " To make force 
reoedo beforo tho advauco of tho law." 

A tour of tho Lako diatrlot had been ar- 
ranged to-day for tho Emporor William, 
and decorations und triumphal arches wore 
ereoted at various points, while orowdi 
(lockod to boo tho imporlal party. How- 
over, on account of rain tho trip had to bo 
abandoned. Tho Kaiaor laid tho oornor 
atono of the now lodge at the Houthorn en- 
trance rf Lowther castle this uitornoon. 

Tho governments of Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica hare notlfiod stoamship agontB that tho 
prohibition against the landing of priests 
and nuns has boen romovod. 

It is Btated that tho Sultan is firmly ro- 
solved nob to admit tho prinoiplo of foreign 
control in Armenian mattors. 

Tho Times' Vionna correspondent says 
than two Vionnese gentlemen ascended the 
Jung Frau without guides, and ono of them 
was killed. 

Truth, commenting on tho Vigilant's pro- 
test ogiinst the Dalendor, BayB : "From 
the report it appears that tho latter has 
scarcely boon handled in tho moat sports- 
manlike manner. The moral is that the oup 
will bo retained by hook or by crook, what- 
ever the Valkyrio may bo ablo to do." 

Tho Standard's Madrid correspondent 
aays the Gozatte publishes on order oalling 
twelve thouaand men into active service in 
Septombor to fill tho vacancies due to the 
Cuban war. 

A Sofia dispatch which tho Times pub- 
lishes says : "According to nowa received 
from a Turkish official sourco. COO Bulgar- 
ians led by three reserve officers attacked 
the Mahommedan village of Dospat, 
aoross tho Turkish frontior beforo dawn 
on Saturday. Tho Bulgarians then Bot tho 
village on firo and slaughtered tho inhabit- 
ants indiscriminately as they rushed from 
tho houses. Ib is stated that several hun- 
dreds were killed. Tho Ottoman commis- 
sioner has delivered a protcBt to the Bul- 
garian government. 

The Times publishes a dispatch from Tien 
Tein whioh says: "The Chinese govern- 
ment is in a stato of helpless confusion and 
is incapable of any dociaivo action or of 
exercising any effective authority. The re- 
sults will probably prove serious unices the 
foroign poworB take precautions." 

The Times' Vienna correspondent reports 
that a telogram reoeivod there from Buda 
Peth Bays that an attempt was made to 
wreck Prince Ferdinand's train. The police 
hoard of tho plot and ocoupled the Stein- 
bruck and FranyBtand stations and caused 
the train to make a detour to avoid the 
Buda Peath station. 

Right Hon. Mr. Gladstone writes to a 
correspondent saying : " I am uoc conscious 
of over having given an opinion in favor of 
the obolition of the Bocond chamber." 



MURDER IN HIGH LIFE. 

A French Marquis Committed for the Mur- 
der of the Illegitimate Child of 
Ills Wife. 

BUDGES, Franco, Aug. 13 —The MarquiB 
do Nayva waa to-day commlttod by the 
indiotmonb court for trial at Cherbourg 
aeslzes on tho charge of murdering the illo- 
gitimato son of his wife. Tho Maiquis, who 
is 44 years of age, has been imprisoned since 
the middle of July 1894, tho trial having 
been postponed from tlmo to timo in 
order to collect more ovidenoo. The 
chaigo against the Marquis 1b that 
ho threw a son his wifo hid before 
her marriage into tho Bay of NaploB, from 
tho cliffs along tho Sorrento road, after 
hiving Btunned him with a heavy instru- 
ment. Ib was also said that tho youth had 
boon Btabbod boforo boing thrown from the 
oil (Tj into the bay, but thin version waa 
afterwards donied. Ib transpired after- 
wards that tho denunciation whioh oausod 
tho urreBt of tho Maiquis emanated from 
hiB own wifo. Friends of the Marquis add- 
ed that tho boy had uot been murdered, but 
was of a despondent nature and had commit- 
ted euioido by jumping from a cliff during tho 
tour through Italy on which tho MarquiB 
had token him in the hope of dispelling hiB 
gloominess. Tho Marquis do Nayva waa 
one of the loading personalities in tho do- 
partmont of tho Loire, and was reputod to 
ho a man of great benevolence, although ib 
waa known that in hla younger days ho had 
sown more than a fair share of hiB wild oats 
and dissipated a largo patrimony beforo hie 
marriago to tho rich holreBs, whoso Illegiti- 
mate child ho ia oharged with murdering. 



NEWFOUNDLAND MATTERS. 

Tho Resumption of Mall Steamship Service 
With England to Be Arranged For. 

St. Johns, Nfld., Aug. 1 3. — (Special) — 
A deputation of business men interviewed 
tho cxeoutivo council to-day, urging that 
sontio agreement with regard to tho existing 
mail sorvico bo made that will have tho 
effect of oontinuing tho present Allan lino 
mail and freight Borvice between this ooun 
try and England. The exocutivo promised 
to give serious consideration to the 
subject. It is understood that the 
resumption of the servlco is as good as 
arranged for ; tho executive is willing to ef- 
fect the arrangement, but wanted their 
hands strengthened by tho business people, 
becauso the abolition of tho ocean steam ser- 
vice, which ontails an annual expenditure of 
neorly 860,000 wsb ono of the first retrench- 
ment projaota decided upon when the revis- 
ion of tho expenditure wub recently under- 
taken.

Toronto, Aug. 13.— (Special)— Private 
Hayhureb arrived to day and was escorted 
to tho Quecu'a hotel by tho military and 
given a hearty reception. Ho apont the 
forenoon visiting personal friends and at 
noon was oacortod by the city council to tho 
Brmorles, where Acting Mayor Shaw read a 
formal addrosB. Lieub. -Governor Kirk- 
patrick and others spoke, and aftorwardB 
entertained Hayhursb to luncheon at th 
Queen's. Tho aftornoou was dovotod to a 
drive around tho city with throo magnificent 
tallyhoB heading tho procession of carriagoB. 
About 2,000 people attended tho rooeption 
at tho armory, many in tho audioaco being 
ladles. 

Edward Bird, a Canadian Pacifio yard- 
man, was killod this morning. 

Tho marriago of Sir William Howland, 
who ia 84, to Mrs. Buthune, wldiwof tho 
late James Bjthune, Q C, is fixed for to- 
morrow. 

Rear Admiral Henry Mcintosh Alexander 
of tho British navy retired list, is in tho 
oily. Ho is a mombor of tho Alexander 
l imily of whioh Etrl Caledon is tho head. 
Ho has soon a great doal of servico since tho 
day ho entered the service forty years ago. 

About 1,200 mon loft the city to-day on 
four trains on tho harvesters' oxcursion to 
tho Northwest.

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 

Hon, Mr. Gully Sworn In as Speaker 
of the House of Com- 
mons, 

Fairly Harmonious Meeting: of the 
Irish Party- Justin McCarthy 
Re elected Chairman. 



London, Aug. 13 —In the House of Com- 
mons to-day Speaker Mr. Wm. Court Gully 
took tho chair at noon in semi-official attire. 
There was a special attendance of members 
present. The Gentloman Usher of tho Black 
Rod appeared at tho bar of tho Houso of 
Commons, coming from the House of Lords, 
and summoned the members to the House 
of LordB, whero a royal commission 
signified Her Mojasty'a confirmation of 
the election of Mr. Gully aB Speaker. 
Tho latter on roturnlng to the Houso of 
Commons took the chair attired in the full 
robos of hla office, and formally announced 
that Her Majesty oonfirmed his election. 
The members then proceeded to take the 
oath, the Speaker going through the formal- 
ity first of all. He was followed by Rt. 
Hon. A. J. Bxlfour, Rt. Hon. George J. 
Goahon, Rt. Hon. Sir Miohael Hicks-Beaoh, 
and Rt. Hon. Henry Fowler, Mr. Balfour 
then Bigned the roll, followed by others. 

At a mooting of tho Irish parliamentary 
party to-day, Mr. Justin McC»rchy, M. P., 
was unanimously re-elected chairman. Tho 
whips of tho party, Messrs. Edmond, 
Tanner, Donallan and Tuito, wore also re- 
elected. Contrary to expectations, the 
mooting was fairly harmonious, tho subjoots 
upon whioh cocfiiota wore expected 
being postponed. Ib had been expected 
that Mr. McCarthy, Iho leader of 
the anti-Parnellitcs would movo a relaxation 
of discipline, and a point of divergence be- 
tween the aupportora of Mr. John Dillon 
and Mr. Timothy Healy wbb, it was thought 
also likely to cause trouble. it waB beliov- 
ed that the Oillonltoe would Book to exclude 
Timothy Healy from memborthip of tho Bea- 
■ional committee, which thoy are strong 
enough tn do.thoir number being 39, against 
the 26 Heulyitea. Tho Moderatoa, however, 
succeeded In inducing Mr. Sexton to medi- 
ate between the two factionB.

MANITOBA CROPS. 

The Wheat Crop Will Surpass as to Quality 
and Quantity any Previous 
Season. 

Winnipeg, Aug. 13. —(Special) — The 
Manitoba crop bulletin to bo iesued by the 
Department of Agriculture this week haa 
been completed as far as the estimates for 
the season are concerned, and will show the 
highest averages of any similar oiroular yet 
issued by the provincial authorities. The 
bulletin haB been compiled from returns 
mado from every portion of the province 
under extensive cultivation, and the 
following figures wiii be found to 
bo nearly accurate. The estimated average 
yield per acre will be placed at 
25 5 bushole or a total estimated yield of 
29,139,815 bushels. In oats the estimated 
average yield per acre Ib 45 3 bushels ; the 
total estimated yield being 21,887,406 
buBhela. Barley ia estimated to ehow an 
overage yield per aero of 35 8 bushels, tho 
total estimated yield being 5,507,310 bush- 
els. Of flax the estimated total yield for 
the province la 1,240,000 bushels. Tho 
total yield for the province of rye is put 
down at 62,810 buahols. Peas are estimated 
to Bhow a total yield of 24,250 bushela. Tbe 
total grain yield for 1895 in Manitoba 
will be placed at 57,861,621 bushele. 
Making allowances for all the drawbacks 
the consensus of opinion is that the wheat 
crop of Manitoba for this yoar as to quality 
and quantity will surpass any previous sea- 
son In the country's history. In some dis- 
tricts the farmers report the grain aB lodged 
and Bwivelod by recent winds and rainB. 
There has also been damage by hail. The 
total loss from this oauso will, ib is bhought, 
not bo over one per cent, of tho crop. Smut 
It very prevalent in Borne parts whilo otherB 
report almost perfert freedom therefrom. 



SILVER REHABILITATION. 

The Times " Thinks an International Agree- 
ment Will Not Be Reached— Position 
of the U. S. Treasury. 

London, Aug. 13 —An editorial in the 
TimeB this morning commenting on ex-Seo- 
retary of tho Navy Whitney's remarks on 
the silver quoation oxpresBos the hopo that 
Mr. Whitney's expectations of an interna- 
tional ttgroemont to rehabilitate ailver will 
nob bo fulfilled. " America's previous 
effort," Bays the Times, " to creato an arti- 
ficial demand only stimulated ita produc- 
tion. Tho eamo remit would fallow on how- 
ever largo a schIo tho abortivo project mlghb 
be revived. Tho Bland and tho Sherman 
acts failed to do tho good expected of them, 
andUftu logacy of miechlef, which givoa 
promise of long outlasting their ropoal." 

The Timefl then proceeds with a dlscuB- 
elon of tho position of tho United Statea 
treasury, and considers that " tho corn and 
cotton exports, in face of our bad harvests, 
will Borve to prevent a recurronoe of the 
gold drain from America. Amorica's cur- 
rency is still In excess of tho country's 
needs, but it may bo hoped that tlmo and a 
growing population will remedy that ovil, 
and that no more stop-gap expodictjtr|will bo 
required to doal with a mischief whioh has 
boen of artificial croation." 



MONTREAL MATTERS. 

Reported Resignation of General Manager 
Sargeant of the G.T.R.— Pardoned 
From tho Penitentiary. 

Montreal, Aug. 13.— (Speoial)— It Ib 
rumored that L. J. Sai'geanb, general man- 
ager of tho Grand Trunk railway, haa re- 
Bignod, and that Wm. Wainwright, assist- 
ant general manager, haa been appointed in 
hia place. 

Henry Moore, a young mon from Cham- 
plain, N. Y., who was employed by Sharp 
k Curtin of this city, and who in a quarrel 
shot and dangerously wounded a follow em- 
ployo, was pardoned from tho St. Vinoent 
de Paul penitentiary, whero ho was doing a 
ton year sentence, after having served throe 
yoarB.

The "Mail-Empire" Declares the Suggestion 
of the Dismissal of Premier Green way 
a Liberal Hoax. 

Toronto, Aug. 13 — (Special) —The Mail- 
Empire saya editorially to day, referring to 
the revived theory that Sir John Sohultz is 
about to dismiss hie r 'uisterB, that ib Ib im- 
possible to bolieve that the Governor of 
Manitoba has ever even entertained the 
thought of laying Mr. Groeuway aside. 
Contiruing, it sayB that so far as can be 
learnod from our politicul history tho only 
friondB such an undue exorcise of tho prero- 
gative haa ever had aro tho Liberals, 
and that there is no rouord, except in otie 
instance, of tbe dismissal of a Liberal gov- 
ernment by a Tory Governor, tho oxeoption 
boing tho Mercier case, Tho papor con- 
cludes : " When the Liberals in their 
spoocheB condemn tho suggested dismissal in 
Manitoba it is altogether probable that the 
guilty recollection of tho Langollor doctrine 
and of tho Lotollier incident ia the only 
basis for the hoax." 



RAISED BANK NOTES. 

Montreal the Scene of Operations of r Num. 
ber of Clever Financial Operators. 

New York, Aug. 13. —Tho Evening 
Post'e Montreal apooial aayB : " NumborB 
of raised bank notos are at preaent in circu- 
lation in this city, and arrests aro expeoted 
of an important churactor. The notoa aro 
principally raised to tons, and are so clever- 
ly executed as to almost dofy detection, tho 
only way to test them being to hold them 
up to tho light whon tho portions that havo 
boen tampered with will show where tho 
raised figures aro pastod.

MEN OF WAB FOIi JAPAN. 

United States Builders Likely to Serure v tke 
Contract for BnlldlnK the New 
Cruisers. 

San Francisco, Aug. 13. — Irving M 
Scott, of tho Union Iron Works, which 
turned out tho Olympic und several other 
crack American vessels, will Boon go to 
Japan to bid on contractB for building mon- 
of-war for tho Japanese navy. The recont 
achievements of American warships ia said 
to havo imprensod tho Japanese Btrongly, 
and, now that British firms arc ablo to un- 
derbid American companies only 10 per 
cent., as formerly, Mr. Scott believes ho 
will bo ablo to securo a number of contracts. 
Tho feeling of tho Japaneao government ia 
shown in tho following scatemont recently 
mado to an American by tho aeorotary 
general of tho imperial cabinet : " You 
aro building tho Bwiftoab and mosb for- 
midable cruisers known. Besides that, 
you havo Invonted armor plato for your 
battleships which Russia haa choaen for 
here in competition of all tho makoa of ar- 
mor plate in Europe. Our govornmont, 
sooiug thoso uchiovomonts and recalling tho 
faot that America has twico revolutionized 
thn navies of tho world by her infinite ca- 
pacity for invention, first by croating tho 
ironclad and then the turret, is strongly 
disposed to draw upon Amorican shipyards 
tor a part of its new navy. Why Bhould 
not wo depond upon you for tho beab. Be- 
side doing tho things I havo Bpokon of, tho 
United States haB built tho finest clippor 
snips and tho fastest yaohta. Your coun- 
try loads, whonovor Bhe wantB to, in naval 
conatructloo, both of peace and war. Bo- 
aide, Amorica buya much more of ua and ie 
cur historic friond and well-wisher. For 
one, I sincerely hope that American ship- 
builders will bid for our oontraats." Mr. 
Scott will carry lettorB, it is said, not only 
from tho Secrotary of tho Navy, bub from 
tho Jupaneso minister at Washington City. 



RAILWAY EXTENSION. 

The C. P. It. Have Decided to Extend tho 
Nakusp und Slocan to Sundou. 

VANCOUVER, Aug. 13 —The Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company have deoldod to 
extend tho Nakusp ond Slocan railway from 
Throo Forks to Sandon. Mr. Abbott, the 
general superintendent of the Paoifio divis- 
ion, will leave Vancouvor to-morrow for 
Weat Kootonay to arrange for lotting tho 
contraota for tho conatruction of this exten- 
sion, which will bo about four and a half 
miles in length. Work will bo commenced 
immediately and it la hoped that tho road 
will be completed before the winter acta in. 

By means of this extension, tho railway 
will tap tho dlstriob in which .the Slocan 
Star and other important mines aro situat- 
ed, the ores from which can then be shipped 
without the sxponso of a haul of sovcral 
milea by wogona, and the Canadian Paclfio 
railway will bo put on a favorable footing 
for oompotition for a traffic which muat 
prove to bo of very considerable dimensions 
within a short time. It is hoped that tho 
railway authorities will seo their way to ex- 
tend tho Arrow Lake branch to the head of 
Upper Arrow lake. Then thero will bo no 
difficulty in ti at. aportation for tho wholo of 
tho yoar and a very important step will 
have been takon towards securing for Can- 
adian merchants and traders that share of 
tho businosa of West Kootonay which they 
may legitimately expect to control. 



MEXICO ALARMED. 

Yellow Fever in Central American Seaports 
Causes Grave.' Misapprehensions — 
Extradition of U. 8. Embezzlers. 

ClTY of Mexico, Aug. 13 —Great appro- 
honeion is felt in all tho West coast ports 
regarding tho continued ravages of yollow 
fover in Contral Amorican 8eaports. All 
vessels recontly arriving from Central Amer- 
ica havo boon treated as suapicious, princi- 
pally those from Aaajulta and Ocoa. 

Much interest is felt here rogardlng the 
truth of the alleged interview with U. S. 
Minister Ransom, in which Ransom ia 
quoted as saying that a new oxtradition 
treaty is required in order to prevent em- 
bizi-.lera from the United States escaping 
extradition by using money among tho 
Mexican authorities. If Ransom is cor- 
rectly reported he will probably bo regarded 
ho'o as persona non grata, tho alleged utter- 
anco boing a Borious attack on tho highest 
functionaries, for whom, while here, Ran- 
som expressod esteem. It is oharltably be- 
lieved hero that tho ministor was misrepre- 
sented. Mr. Gray, juot before his death, 
was roportod by all Amorican journalB aB 
declaring that Guatemala was right in her 
contention with Mexico, an uttoranco that 
naturally gave offenco here, bub Gray died 
before there was an opportunity for an ex 
planation.

His Disabling of the Subs at 
Tarns ul. 



The Japan Advertiser Relates a Story 
of the Late Oriental 
War. 



Mr. "Billy" Waters, of pugilistic fjroo, 
appears, saya the Japan Advertieer, to have 
playod the- man durirjg the attack upon the 
atenmer Arthur in Tamaui. It scorns that 
when the ahip was being assailed by muakot 
ry tiro from tho shore, " Billy " suggested 
that a letter should be written asking how 
much it would cost to Btrp the tiring. When 
tho lottor was written uobody would take 
it, so Mr. Watera had to go himself. On 
landing ho proceeded to tho custom house 
where hu found a Mr. Nightingale, and this 
gentleman, knowing him to bo much re- 
spected among tho Uhinose, " Billy " urpjed 
to go along with him to tho tort. Mr. 
Nightingale consented, and tho subsequent 
occurrences are thua related by Mr. 
Watera : 

Wo then proceeded to tho fort, nod on ar- 
rival fouDd all ready for firing. The gates 
were oloaed and double Bentrios posted and 
kopt. While waiting for tho gatea to bo 
oponod, Mr. Nightingale told mo, from some- 
thing he overboard being auid iuaide, wo 
might never bo allowed to oome out alive 
again. I did not seem to think ao, because 
I could not understand the languago as ho 
could. Wo wore admitted to the fort and 
received by tho General. Mr. Nightingale 
then commenoed negotiations with the Gen- 
eral, and got out of them their intentions, 
Wo then for tho first tinio, to our great sur- 
priao, found out that their intention was to 
destroy tho ahip and everybody on her. 
Mr. Nightingale aBked the General why thia 
was, and was answered that the men had 
had no pay for two montha, and unless thoy 
had their money tho ship should never leave. 
They had both torpedooa and guns in the 
forts, and it would have been impoBBible for 
any Bhip to leave if they wished to Btop her. 

We explainod to tho General that tho ahip 
had been looted of 30, 000 taols that morning 
and he replied that neither he nor his men 
had received a cent of the money, and as ho 
had 500 men ho wantod pay for them. After 
Mr. Nightingale had Bomo conversation 
with the General in Chinese, I aBked him to 
inquire of the General how much was the 
least ho demanded to allow tho Bhip to 
leave in safety, pointing out that he must 
be eaay. aa we hid to find tho money. The 
Goneral named 5,000 taela (whloh I thought 
a very reasonable sum) After some consul- 
tation with the officers thia was agreed toby 
both aides. Tho agreement was this way, 
Tho muney would be piid providing the 
officers would let mo dlsablo tho guns and 
torpedoea ao that they could not fire upon 
us even though the men revolted. I was to 
be allowed to take away parts of tho gunB 
and cut the torpedo connections and to tuko 
the piecea to another place, where they 
should bo kept until the money waa pdd. 
Afcer we had paid the money we were to be 
allowod to disable the 12-inch guns. They 
would allow U3 to disabla 8 inch gunB, but 
refuaed to allow the 1*2 inch guns to be 
touched. After long standing out, how- 
ever, they agreed to include the 12 inch, 
and the parts were taken away. Aa the 
General was afraid he would not get the 
money, even then, he wanted aocurity, so 1 
was left until the money was Boat, tho 
other people taking away the parte of tho 
guns. 

By the way taking these parte avt ay wa.1 
tbk'hjh work. All around wore Bleeping 
aoldlera, and if any of them had awakenod 
and found us taking away these parts thoy 
would havo out us to mince-meat. I did 
not make muoh noise in doing it. When 
the money arrived, Mr, Nightingale and I 
completed tho disablement of the 12 inoh 
guns, and on our return found the men 
sharing tho monoy out. The goneral would 
only take $10, but; begged mo to take him 
on board tho Arthur, whioh I consented to 
do. The money had been collected from an 
official in Hobe — that is $4,000 waa gathered 
thf-re, and I let their havo 51,000 which 1 
hod on board tho ship. It was about 3:30 on 
tho morning of Thursday, tho 0'h, that we 
ti nished at theforts, and thon Mr. Nightingale 
took ua by a back way to tho shore, whera 
we found our boats and went on board of 
the Arthur. When I got on bmrd the cap- 
tain told mo that while I waBaway tho ship 
had beon fired at from a fort on the opposite 
Bido of tho river, with u small field guD , tho 
shot falling about ';wenty yards astern. Aa 
eoon as it was daylight wo Baw tho men 
rushing out of tho fjrt wo had disabled, 
they doubtless seeing thero wob nothing to 
bo done after theguna were disabled. Fully 
half of thoao men came aboard of our ship, 
stealing eampana or anything that would 
cirry them, and clambering up t ho eidea of 
tho Bhip with the assistance of their com- 
rades, as tho ladders were takon in. Uy 
about 6 o'clock wo had .'5,000 mon if we had 
a soul aboard.

59,275,890. 



GOLD IN THE TREASURY. 

Withdrawals for Export Made Up by De. 
posits of tho Morgan Syndicate. 

Washington, Aug. 13. — A tologram waB 
rocoivod at tho Tresaury department from 
Aaaiatant Troasuror Jordan, of Now York, 
stating that 5900,000 in gold had been with- 
drawn for export to Europe This was fol- 
lowed in a few moments by another stating 
that tho Morgan syndioato had deposited in 
gold in oxchanga for legal tenders ?1 ,136,- 
000, which loavoe tho gold resorvo at tho 
o'oao of tho day'a buaiueas §101,83:1,715 
Tho eyndioate'a aotion is taken here as con- 
cluBivo evidence that It propoaea to keep tho 
reaorvo above the $100,000,000 point, ac- 
cording t„ tho spirit of itB oontraot with tho 
government.

vra* concluded, Mr. Justice Drake giving 
judgment for defendanis In his judgmeut 
tieCouit ta'.d : " lu thia case tho fuc'.e, 
which urn more or less disputed, aro shortly 
these : Oa Maroh .'!.. 1891, plaintlll' bor- 
rowt d from the B. C L»nd & Investment 
Aj;eLcy, au tin reprioontativo or Unancl'jl 
agont of the Western Canadian Ranching 
Co, the defendants tho Bum of §5,000 ; that 
§5 U00 was a suki not paid down, hub to be 
piid in advances is thty wore rt (| ulrod from 
time to time ; and in order 
secure that aum ho gave a mortgage 
oot only on certain chattels and efi'jcis 
in his butcher Bhop but also on certain real 
es^ato and othor property which waa in his 
possession at tho timo. Plaintiff says that 
ho informed dofendanta that tho mm to be 
borrowed was secured by a second mortgage, 
but tho evidenco of Mr. Holland and Mr. 
l'rcntico on the mattor clearly to my mind 
Is much more iikoly to bo correct than that 
of plaintiff becauso, as Mr. Holland puts it, 
ho would not havo lent §5,000 on property 
which he valued in toto as not exceeding 
§4,000 if ho know there \va8 a mortgage 
upon it of some §.'!,000." 

Tho judgment goos on to atato that tho 
mortgage being executed a transfer waa ex- 
ecuted by the B C. Lind and Investment 
Agency to dofondants, but no monoy passed 
between them as thoy acted as agents of 
the defendants. About that timo It was 
discovered there was a recond mortgago 
which Boomed to havo not unduly annoyed 
tho manager of tho defendant's business, 
and they put in forco thoir powers of sale 
under tho act. Dofendanta assort that be- 
fore the bill of Bale waa put in forco for tho 
purpose tf aale, Mr. Van Volkenburgh waa 
to have the option of repurchase. If the pro- 
perty was not sold, or if it waa hid in and 
thoy got it. Plaintiff Baya no time limit 
waa fixed, while dofendunts stated that 
plaintiff was to havo a couple of months In 
which he might ro .purchase 

The Bftlo, the judge declared, waa void in 
equity. The property was merely put up 
for aale ; ib did not go beyond that, because 
it.Vaa bought in by the mortgagees, who 
could not be vendor and purchaser at the 
same time. 

The tffecfc of the aale, however, was that 
defendants went into possession with the 
consent of the plaintiff. Subsequently, in 
May, defendants made a transfer of the 
whole business. Plaintiff olaima ho did not 
part with the good-will of the 
buaineas, but tho court could not say that 
thero waa any value in the good-will of a 
business of that sort. Tho court decided 
that the plaintiff is entitlod to redemption 
of the whole of tho property, that is to Bay 
inreBpocttf both mortgagee. Defendants 
must show all the moneys they received and 
paid out in respect of plaintiff. Mr. S.

CLEANSING THE CITY. 



Inspector Conlin Tells Wlmt Has Been 
Done to Improve Victoria's 
Sanitary Condition. 



The City Cleaner Now Thau It Has 
Been for the Past Fourteen 
Years. 



Speaking of the eanitary condMon of the 
city yesterday, Inspeotor M. J. Conlin re- 
marked that while many people wore ready 
to make complaint8, the public generally 
did not aeom to know what extensive work 
had boen accomplished this yoar towards 
Improving the general condition of affair8. 

" For Instance," ho remarked, " it can bo 
shown by the number of sewer connections 
that since the beginning of the yoar from 
§75,000 to SS0.000 of tho monoy of indi- 
vidual property owners has been expended 
in connecting their promises with tho sew- 
era. It was decided at tho beginning > f the 
year that the law compelling Bower connec- 
tiona must be carried out, so tho notices 
wore put in my handa to aorve and the re- 
sult waB people went ahead with their eowor 
connections. 

" Then again whon it was decided that a 
houBo to houso inspection waB desirable to 
seo that each place waa in o proper atato of 
cloanlinesB.two police conBtables wore placod 
at my disposal threo months ago to help 
with tho work. Eaoh was furnished with a 
book in which ho entered tho property 
owner's name, condition of promiBea aa to 
aoworogo and cleanlineaa, and any notea or 
comment ho might doom neceasary. Tho 
whole city has thua had house to house in- 
spection with the exception of tho district 
oust of Cook street. Notices aro served on 
pecplo whoso premises are not clean and 
they aro forced to remody tho trouble. 
Whore aoworago connection is possiblo it is 
enforced or whero no Bower ia availahlo a 
dry earth cloBot in mado to replaco the cesB- 
pools. Alroady :">()() cesspools havo beon 
dono away with In tho threo months. 

"Then in Chinatown nearly o»'ory prop- 
erty is now connoctul with the sowers, and 
twolvo or fourtoen houaoa havo boon con- 
demned and de?'-"yed. No moro sowago ia 
allowed to emp y in tho Johnson street 
ravine now. 

" At tho beginning of tho yoar tho box 
drains in tho city wore in bad order. Now 
Superintendent WilBon with a gang of men 
has overhauled thorn and repaired tho drains 
from tho Work estato to Jamoa Bay. 

" In fact," said Mr. Conlin, " tho o'ty aa 
a whole has had auch an overhauling aa it 
never haa had beforo and ia oloanor than I 
havo evor bofore aoen it in tho laat thirteen 
or fourtoen years. I might montion, too, 
that Government atroot in tho business part 
la oleanod np by Superintendent Wilson's 
men every morning between 1 o'olook and 4 
o'clock, and though it ia Impossible to re- 
move tho emoll altogether, carbolio acid ia 
Bcatterod whon noceBaary."

A NB \V GOLD FIELD. 



Ib ia cheering to find that the promise 
which Alberui guve of being rich in gold ia 
being realised. The more closely tho gold- 
bearing rocks and gulches of tho district aro 
examined the greater ia the certainty of 
gold being found in them in piying quanti- 
ties. It seems to bo only tho other day 
when word was first brought to Viotoria that 
there was gold in the Alberni district and 
that the ground might be worth prospooting. 
[There were many who oonsidered the story 
the fabrication of a few speculators who 
were trying to exploit the credulity of 
enterprising men who might be porsuaded to 
risk their money in what would in all like 
lihood turn out to be a fruitless search for 
gold. Eoqairioa were, however, made 
and the result was that some 
sanguine men, Mr. H. Saunders of this city 
among the foremost, considered that the 
prospect was such as warranted the soaroh 
being continued. Tho news from Alberni bo 
oame more and more encouraging as time 
advanced. The area of the diatriot in which 
gold could be found was discovered to be 
much more extensive than was at first sup 
posed, and the riehneaa of the leads and 
placer grounds gavo tho prospootora and 
others interested groat encouragement. 
Operations have been energetically con 
tlnued. Very little comparatively has 
hitherto been said about the discoveries 
that have been made. Thero has been no 
attompt to get np aa Alborni boom. The 
prospectors and their backers appeared 
afraid of saying anything prema- 
turoly, and of raising false hopes 
If the discoveries had been made 
in Kootenay or Cariboo a good deal 
moro, we aro satisfied, would have been 
heard about them. But their being made 
en this [Bland and comparatively near Vlo 
torla, it might bo suspected that reports of 
their rlchneBB wore purposely exaggerated. 
But if the last reportB that have reached ub 
are true, the time for reticence regarding 
the rlohnoss of tho Alborni district has gono 
by. Its mineral roaourcoa will no doubD bo 
rapidly developed. Men of capital will 
work tho quartz leads that promise so well 
and tho placer grounds will be Boarchod by 
minerB who work moro energetically and pro- 
duce bettor results than plodding 
Chinamen. Wo would nob bo at 
all surpriBod if within a year 
towna should spring up in Alborni 
a-i largo, ns populous and aa busy as 
RoBsland or any of tho mining campB of tho 
Kootenay district. Tho advantage to Vic- 
toria of oxtonslvo gold mlnoa being oporated 
on Vancouver Ialand cannot be overesti- 
mated. We consequently hope that tho re- 
porta of tho richnesB and oxtont of tho dis- 
coveries of gold in Alberni aro striotly truo, 
or rather that further examination and tho 
operations of minora will prove that half the 
truth regarding them has not boon told. 
This is indood quite as probable as that the 
proBont hopoful indications will turn out to 
bo dooeptivo. 

STILL ABUNDANT. 

It ia not often that there aro quite as 
many salmon oaughb on tho Ifraaor Kivor as 
tho canneries, which aro aaid to bo too 
numerous, can handle. Somo of tho cannors 
wo loarn, havo alroady pub up aa many fish 
as they had made preparation for, and tho 
oannories that are better cquippodaro work- 
ing to their full capaolty to keep their es- 
tablishments clear of the fish with which 
they are supplied. Tho draft of fiahes on 
tho Fraeer cannot bo said to bo miraculous, 
but it is certainly extraordinary. Tho very 
largo run of this yoar Bhowa that the un- 
qualified statements and tho confident pre- 
dictions of many who wished to 
bo thought wiser and moro far- 
sighted than their neighbors wero 
groundless and unroaaonab'y. We woro 
told that throwing tho offal of tho canneries 
Into tho rlvor waB detrimental to fish life, 



and now it is :cen that the fish are as abund- 
ant aa over they wero. Facts had no 
weight with the well-moaning people who 
woro constantly predicting ruin to the 
Balmon fishery on aocount of this practice, 
and argument was lost upon them. What 
they said muat b» true, no matter what was 
said against, tit who it waa that said It. It 
ia to bo hoped that fac:s are at last too 
strong for them, and that thoy muat tiowaeo 
by the ovidonce afforded by the rlvor itself 
that they muat havo boon miatakon id their 
inferences and conclusions. 

Then ib was declared that if the fishery 
regulations were not made moro abringent 
tli 9 river would be over-fished and that tho 
aalmon would bo exterminated. Well, 
thero has been no ohange in tho dircotion of 
atrlngonoy in the rulea and regulations, and 
the river has not boon over-fiahed. The 
salmon contiDUO to bo as abundant aB ever 
in tho Fraaor river. Thia Bhould bo a lesson 
bo meddlers In oilioo and out of office. They 
should aeo that it is not only unwise but 
unfair to interfere with the canners' busi- 
ness for any othor purpose than to prosorve 
the fish. And they must see that aB long as 
the salmon are as plentiful aB thoy aro tho 
reatrictions alroady in forca are quite suffi- 
cient. Excopt for the preservation of 
the fish, which is for tho public 
advantage, tho Government has no 
moro right to intorforo with tho business of 
tho cannor and tho fisherman thau it has to 
interfere with that of tho farmer or tho lum 
borman. Ititorforonr.e that can bo provod to 
be unnecessary is not only irritating but 
mischievous. 

Wo aro glad to learn that Prof. Prince is 
on tho Frasor River while tho run ia on. Ho 
can aeo for himself how abundant tho fish 
are and how unfair needleSB intorferonoe 
with the operations of tho oannors ia, Those 
men have risked their money in this indus- 
try so advantageous to tho Dominion. Tho 
chances of loaa uro many. Consequently 
tho Government of tho Dominion, in- 
stead of annoying and discouraging them, 
Bhould do what lies in its power to aid and 
encourago them. This courso is in porfoct 
accordance with its declared policy, whloh 
is to fostor and onoourago native itiduBtry. 

Tho oontinued abundance of salmon in tho 
Fraser is strong presumptive evidonce that tho 
efforts of the Government to keep up tho 
supply of fish by artificial propagation havo 
been aucoossful. Thero is no diroot ovidenoo' 
that we know of to prove this, for tho fry 
that are Bent from the hatchery when they 
come back to the river full-grown salmon 
cannot be identified. But ub the salmon 
come up tho river every yoar in apparently 
undiminished numbers notwithstanding all 
that aro oaught and destroyed in one way 
and another, it is only fair to infer that the 
hatchery aB well aa tho othor means ordain- 
ed by the Government to preserve the sal- 
mon havo been highly successful.

Thia 
is a question which only IhoBO who are ac- 
quainted with tbo details of mail convey- 
ance can answer.

TEAT SUBSIDY. 



A good deal has been aaid by tho Opposi- 
tion newspapers about a new Bnbsidy al- 
leged to havo boen givon to the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. They aro trying to croato 
tho impression that tho Govornment has 
given this BubBidy without the authority of 
Parliament. Tho suggestion of corruption 
ia made by somo, others not so BCrupuIouB 
directly accuse thoGovernment of dishonestly 
and illegally favoring the CP. R. Has tho 
Administration, as these papers allege, in 
vaded the prerogative oi Parliament in 
thut it has undertaken to spend tho money 
of the people without due authorization? 
In reply to thlB accusation tho Toronto Mail 
and Empire Bays : 

Parliament votes two milliona odd annu- 
ally for the mail service. It does not par 
ticulariza tho diroctions in which thia money 
Is to be Bpent. Tho postal law, however, 
says " the Postmaster General may with or 
without provlouB advortisomonb contraot 
with any railway or Btoamboat for tho con 
veying of the maila ; but all contracts in 
volvlcg payments of a larger sum than a 
thousand dollars ahall be submitted to the 
Governor in Council." Now it is ovidont, 
in the firBt place, that Parliament haa voted 
money for tho carriage of tho maila ; and, in 
the second place, that tho ordor-ln-oouncll 
was not an over-riding of the Parliamentary 
control of the supplies, but a compliance 
with the statute which provides that if, in 
tho expondlng of thomoney, a contraot neces- 
sitating a larger outlay than a thousand dol- 
lars shall be entered into, the Govornor- 
in Counoil, and not tho Minister alono, 
shall ratify tho arrangemont. Ah a mattor 
of fact, tho Government cannot spend by 
order in-councll money that Parliament has 
not voted. Tho Auditor-General sees to it 
that no euch unauthorized outlay is made. 
Whllo there can bo no question as to tho 
legality of tho procedure, thero moy be 
room to criticise tho addition that is made 
to tho charges for mail transportation. On 
this point a low factB may bo useful. We 
pay for tho carrying of tho maila through- 
out Canada ovor two million dollars annu- 
ally. Tho two great mail carriors aro the 
Grand Trunk railway and tho Canadian 
Pacific. For oach road a scale of rates Is 
In forco. Tho rate for tho main lino of the 
Grand Trunk railway is §100 per milo pur 
annum, and for tho brancbos §80 per milo. 
Ab regards tho Canadian Pacifio tho rate is 
§105 per milo for tho main lino, or §55 loss 
than to tho Grand Trunk, while for tho 
branches it is §.'J7 por milo, or §13 lees 
than to tho Grand Trunk. Thoso figures 
will boar comparison with thoso paid olso- 
whero. Tho Unitod States gives §200 per 
milo for tho carrying of tho mails on tho 
Northern Puoifio ; §100 por milo for tho 
Bamo aervico on tho Southern Pacific ; and 
§080 per milo for a like Bervico on tho Union 
Pacific It must bo romembered that tho 
railways aro required to provide mail oars, 
and that every milo for which tho lump sum 
Is paid yearly has to bo traversed sovorul 
tlmos a day. Tho Canadian Paoifio has, it 
seomB, sought an increase in its rates, on tho 
ground that it is paid much Icbb por milo for 
its aervico than is the Grand Trunk. Its 
atatomont of tho aituation is truo. Until 
tho details of the now contraot are produc- 
ed, when alono it will bo possible to judge 
how much of tho added payment is for now 
mileage, and how muoh for tho original 
mileage, an opinion as to tho desirability o! 
tho advance oannot well be formed. 

From this it can bo soon that thero is no 
question as to the legality of what tho Gov- 
ernment has dono in tho mattor. The only 
thing that romains to be oonaidored is a mere 
mattor of buslneaa. Is the C. P. R. under 



FIGHTING JAPAN. 

The rumor of war between Russia and 
Japan is muoh moro credible than such ru- 
mors gonerally aro. Japan has reason to be 
Irritated at tho part takon by Russia while 
the peaoo negotiations with China wore go- 
ing on. Ruaaia thon interfered to deprive 
Japan of what tho latter muBb have consid- 
ered the moBt important of tho fruita of her 
victories, The occupation of important 
Chinese seaports and tho territory adjacent 
to them would havo established Japan's au 
poriority over China and have tho larger 
country for a very considerable poriod sub- 
aorvenb to the smaller and moro warlike one. 
But of this advantage Japan was deprived 
by Russia, aided byGormany. The Japanese 
aro ahrowd, and thoy muai soe that 
if ever thoy uro to go to war with Russia to 
provent that oountry gotting a foothold in 
Korea it muBt be now. Although RuBaia is 
very much larger and oontaina a greater 
population than Japan, ou tho coast of tho 
Pacific, which would bo tho seat of war, 
Japan ia otrongor than Rusala and haa 
greater advantages for carrying on a war. 
Tho oastorn coast of Siberia is thousands 'of 
miloa from Russia's seat of govornment und 
from tho Russian army's eourco of Bupply, 
On that coaBt the Japuneae may be said to 
be at borne and can get supplies of men and 
matoriol as often and aa quickly as they aro 
needed. Only part of Russia's navy oan bo 
available in a war with Japan, but Japan 
oan UBe the wholo of her navy against tho 
Rusaians. If tho Japanoso fight aa well 
and as skilfully against tho Russians an they 
fought against tho Chineso they have a very 
good ohance of. boing successful — at any rato 
ab first — in a war with Russia. 

Japan's navy Ib by no means to bo de- 
spised. It possosaoB and has in good fight- 
ng trim tho Chen Yuen, the fineBb battlo- 
ship I hat China had at the opening of the 
war, and it also has tho Ting Yuen, tbo sis 
ter ship, whloh iB not so badly damaged 
that lb cannob be repaired. " When," says 
tho Now York TimeB, "Japan shall havo 
received tho two Jnew battleships that have 
been ordered to bo built in England and tbo 
throe nowcruisora that are alroady underway 
in British shipyards tho navy of that little 
but cnergetio empire will bo suddenly raised 
to a position of equality in strength with 
thoso of several groat powers whioh in 
efficiency aa well as numerical strength will 
be rogarded aa superior to navies that have 
been in existenco scores of years." 

It must be remembered that Japan will 
not pormlb its ships of war to bocomr, 
through oarolesaneaa and corruption, ineffi- 
cient, aa China did. In discipline, in drill 
and in the oare of armament ihc JapaneBO 
aro quibo equal to the Russians or any other 
European nation. Thoy aro quite able to 
moko the very beat use of shlpB and guna 
and all ilio machinery of modern wai faro. 
In tho Now York Times' article from which 
we havo alroady quoted thoro ia tho follow- 
ing paragraph : — 

ThiB naval power that Japan haa devel- 
oped and is cultivating, and with a great 
doal of unconcealed satisfaction, may to some 
extent account for the apparent amiability 
with which Japan haa abandoned the Lioa- 
tung peninsula after it had spurned all of 
LI Hung Chang's argumonts against occupy- 
ing tho homo of the anoostors of the Chinese 
Emperor. If Japan should chooso to change 
its mind about this surrender of territory 
secured by victory, ib will be attributable, 
probably, to confidence In its ability to re- 
sist any forco that Russia could or would 
afford to maintain in Manchuria or tho Yol- 
low Sea and in full reliance upon tho courage 
of its Bailors and the power of its warships 
to copo with tho best vessols and men the 
Muscovites would Send againBt them.

r WOMAN'S WOULD. 

MISS PARKER WINS THE DEGREE OF 
BACHELOR OF SCIENCE. 



Women Ruled This Decision— Tho Masaa. 
chUKctts Test Vol,. — Wheel Costumes. 
English View of u New Vork Home. 
Mrs. Stuwe's True Condition. 

Miss Marian Sara Parker of Detroit ii- 
the first woman to graduate from the 
department of engineering of tho Uni- 
versity df Michigan. She won tho de- 
gree (if baoholor of science in civil en- 
gineering. She lias taken the full course 
provided for tlio.se who desire ti; become 
civil engineers except the field work in 
surveying, .-is>.l fur this she substituted 
drawing. However, she has taken all 
tho theoretical work of tho courso and 
has stood all the time well at the head 
of her class. Miss Parker catered the 
university four years ago from the De- 
troit high school, from which she grad- 
uated in 1801. 

Her object in pursuing this course, 
she says, was to become u practical ar- 
chitect. Upon finishing her courso here 
sho expects to practice her profession 
somowhoro in tho west, which sho bo- 





Miss MAUI AN SARA PARKER, 
lieves to be the most promising section 
in which to settle. Her desire and de- 
termination in overstepping tho ordi- 
nary bounds of woman's activity by 
seeking technical education were not at 
all of a spasmodic nature. Sho asserts 
that it has been her steadfast intention 
for at least ten years. 

There arc not u great many women 
architects in the country. Miss Parker 
says there are probably 50 ortiOof them. 
There is one in Philadelphia, two in 
Now York, and there are others scatter- 
ed throughout the country. While sho is 
tho first woman to graduate from the 
University of Michigan in this course 
there have been several woman gradu- 
ates from the school of technology in 
Cornell and several from the Boston 
School of Technology. 

Miss Parker's thesis for graduation 
consisted of designing a fireproof apart- 
ment building, on which she has spent 
a great deal of work. To an engineer, 
■who knows what it means to design 
such a building, figuring out the strength 
of every piece of iron in its construc- 
tion, it will not seem a long timo to 
spend on the plan of such a building 
when it is said that Miss Parker has 
spent nearly the whole of the present 
semester on her thesis, although not in 
constant work upon it. 

There have been few women to take 
tho engineering courso in this institu- 
tion. Some have begun it, but none 
has before completed it. Miss Parker 
is likely to have tho distinction for some 
timo of being tho only coed graduate of 
tho engineering school of the University 
of Michigan. — Chicago Tribune. 

Women Killed This Decision. 

It was a matter of some surprise re- 
cently that Justice Sliiras of the United 
States supreme court should have 
changed his mind upon a matter of law, 
but it is not many months since the 
whole court changed their minds on 
such a matter, and that in tho course of 
a few days. 

The case before tho court was one 
arising out of a customs decision at this 
port, and the counsel arguing against 
the decision of tho custom house was a 
Now Vork lawyer, then for the first 
time before the snprenio court. The case 
turned mainly upon tho question wheth- 
er an article of importation should or 
should not bo classed as a sauce. The 
custom house had called it a sauce and 
taxed it accordingly. Tho government 
maintained this contention, ami of 
courso the New Vork lawyer sought to 
show that the article should not be 
classed as a sauce. 

When the supremo court came to con- 
sult upon the ease, their unanimous 
opinion was favorable to the contention 
of the government, and ono of the jus- 
tices was instructed to prepare a deci- 
sion in favor of the custom house. The 
justice, on returning home, told his wife 
of the case and indicated the ground of 
tho decision, whereupon tho lady told 
him in plain words that tho justices of 
tho supreme court did not know what 
they were talking about and had agreed 
upon an unjust decision. The lady was 
entirely clear that tho article in dispute 
could not properly bo called a sauce and 
openly ridiculed tho court. 

Tho perplexed justico, instead of pre- 
paring the decision in accordance with 
tho instructions of his brethren, did 
nothing in tho matter, hut at tho next 
opportunity unfolded to tho other jus- 
tices his wife's view of tho matter and 
asked them to seek domestic counsel on 
tho case and report at tho next consul- 
tation of the court. When that consul- 
tation came round, tho justices, having 
taken feminine counsel, all reported 
against their original view that tho ar- 
ticle involved in tho case should be 
classed as a sauco, and accordingly the 
justico originally charged with the task 
of preparing a decision in favor of the 
government was now instructed to pro 
pare ono in favor of tho Now York law 
yor's client. It thus happened that th« 
.lawyor won his firstjsaso boforo tho sa 



premo court because tho wives of the 
justices knew more than tho court itself. 
— Now York Sun. 



The Zll.vssaihu.svtts Test Vote. 

There is a sharp difference of opinion 
among the advocates of woman suffrage 
in Massachusetts as to what attitude 
they shall take toward tho test vote in 
tho next state campaign. Tho last legis- 
lature, it wiil ho remembered, passed an 
act providing that "all persons qualified 
to vote for school committee shall at the 
test state elect inn have an opportunity 
to express their opinion by voting 'Yes' 
or 'No' in answer to the question, Is it 
expedient thai municipal suffrage be 
granted to 'women'/" Tho result, of 
course, will have no legal significance. 
It will simply bo a census ou tho general 
proposition. 

Tho advocates of woman suffrage op- 
posed tho bill when it was ponding in 
the legislature, claiming that if the 
voto went against the women it would 
not affect the principle at stake a par - 
tide and would prove nothing, while it 
might injure the cause by furnish ing its 
opponents with a new argument. It' it 
wont for them, it would really amount 
to nothing pract ical. 

Some of the leading suffragists, how- 
ever, including Colonel T. W. Higgin- 
sou and Miss Alice Blackwell, are in 
favor of conducting a vigorous cam- 
paign, both in public, speech and by ] • 
soual influence, to draw out as large a 
vote as possible in favor of granting 
municipal suffrage to womi n. 

On the nt her hand, tin ro are numbers 
of tho suffragists, headed by Mrs. Mary 
A. Livermore, who look upon the net of 
the legislature as a f; fee and are un- 
willing to take anynoti f it. Tills 

opinion is so strong that at a recent 
meeting of the executive committee of 
the Woman's Suffrage a- ciatiou a res- 
olution roennimendi tig that the members 
of tho order should do all in their power 
to bring out the vote failed of a major- 
ity and was lost. .Many nt I he suffragists 
go so far as to declare that they will 
not take the pains to vote upon the 
question submitted by the legislature. 
— New York Post. 

Wheel Costumes, 

If New York women have apparently 
gone mad over cycling, their passion is 
as "moonlight unto sunlight" compared 
with that of their London and Paris sis 
ters. In London fashionable dames lie 
longing to tho most exclusive sets aro 
enthusiastic and persistent riders, and 
at the modistes and ladies' tailors 
"wheel costumes" are tho most impor 
taut in tho wardrobe.

Some Summer Ucloncinc". 

For house wear, either at breakfast or 
luncheon, there aro shown semifitted 
jackets of white dotted muslin lined with 
tho lightest long cloth, writes Isabel 
A. Mallon in The Ladies' Homo Jour- 
nal. These reach Well over the hips, are 
fitted closely in the back, are semilooso 
in front and have full sleeves drawn in 
to fit loosely about the wrists. They 
ure at once cool in appearance and in 
reality, and with a skirt of almost any 
kind make a dainty house costume. A 
typical jacket of this sort is of white 
dotted mu.-lin fitted as described, hav- 
ing tho skirt outlined with a frill of 
embroidery with Swiss for its back- 
ground so that it matches the jacket 
material. This is sewed on to tho skirt 
edge, and above it is a wide beading, 
through which is run palo pink ribbon. 
A similar beading is down each sido of 
tho fronts, tho buttoning being con- 
cealed. A high collar of a wider bead- 
ing has tho pink ribbon brought through 
it and tied in a bow in the front. A belt 
of still wider beading is firmly fastened 
at the back, has ribbon of the same 
width drawn through it and is looped 
in sash f ashion just m front. Whan it 
is necessary to do this up, tho ribbon 
can very easily bo drawn out, and it 
can bo replaced, or if a change is fancied 
bluo or pale green or a light yellow may 
bo its substitute. 



Some Laundry Hints. 
Challies can bo beautifully washed in 
rico water. Boil half a pound of rice iu 
rather more than two quarts of water, 
lot tho water become tepid and then 
wash the fabric in it, robbing it with 
tho rice as if it were soap; rinse two or 
three times in rice water, from which, 
however, the rice has been strained, and 
use the last rinsing water well diluted, 
so that tho material may not becomo too 
stiff. Iron while slightly damp. Silk 
stockings should be washed and rinsed 
in lukewarm water and wrung between 
towels. Woolen and silk underwear 
should lie washed in .varai soapsuds, to 
which a little ammonia has been added. 
The silk garments may soak for a quar- 
ter of an hour in this preparation before 
being rubbed between the lingers. Rinse 
twice through tepid (dear water and 
hang to dry with great care, pulling out 
all wrinkles. Iron under a cloth before 
quite dry. 

A Combing Cape. 
A long bath cloak to bo thrown over 
tho bathing dress when one conies out 
from tho ocean "dip' 1 is of Turkish 
toweling, which comes two yards wide, 
is trimmed around the bottom and 
has a band around the throat of wido 
braid of blue and w hi t e cot ton. Acomb- 
ing cape, which is sometimes more con- 
venient than a jacket to protect tho 
dress waist from wet hair or in dress- 
ing the hair, is made from mummy 
cloth, tho back in one piece and. reach- 
ing to t ho waist , the front in two oblong 
pieces of the same length. Tho capo is 
Sloped to fit over the shoulders, but the 
back is separate from the front, so that, 
it will not interfere with tho movement 
of the arms. Such a cape may he feat her 
stitched with silk along the edges. — 
Philadelphia Ledger.

Washington, Aug. 18. — U. S. Minister 
Denby is consulting with tho British and 
Chlnose authoritlas rolativo to a full and 
complote investigation of tho riotB ab Ku 
Cheng. There is no doubt that United 
States interesta will bo carefully looked after 
when tho commiasion ia appointed. It is 
stated that Minister Detby has so far 
done all that was posslblo to bring about 
reparation and redress. The State depart- 
ment has given such instructions uh will 
cauao tho minister to take stops to prevent 
furthor riots and to protect Amerioan inter- 
ests should any now caso of outrage arlBo. 
The following cablegram, signed by tho 
ChiueBO foreign office, Tsung Li Vamcn, was 
received at the Chinese legation : " No 
Americans woro injured in tho recent riots, 
though Beveral of tho English wore. Five 
of the rioterB have been arroBted." This is 
the first official information which has been 
received by tho legation concerniug tbo re 
cent riots ; that nothing wbb sent until in- 
formation of tho arrest of somo of tho riotors 
could In reported, ia taken to moan that the 
Chinese government is anxious to have the 
outsldo world understand that China Ib ex- 
erting her utmost endeavors to punish those 
who participated in tho assault upon tho 
missionaries, Tho officials of tho legation 
controvert in strong terms tho assertion 
thab tho matter will be left to a partial 
commission.

Completes Her Twenty Second Home- 
ward Voyage— Delays at the 
yuarantiue Station. 



Cholera Makes Havoc Anions: tho Re- 
turned Soldiery of Japan -Priuce 
Yoiig- Ho Pak a Passenger. 



It was not until after a aerieB of long de- 
lays that tho R.M.3. Empress of Japan 
passed e[uaiantino on her way in from the 
Orient yesterday. She waa reported from 
C»rman»h at 0:15 a.m , and about three 
houra lator from 0:ter Point, and in conse- 
quenco tho oflidala were in readinosa to meet 
her before 10, having ongiged the stoamahip 
Danubo aa tondor in tho ubsonoo of a smaller 
voebbI. Thiok fog prevailed and the Din- 
ubo loft between 10 and 11 o'clock to notify 
the 1'JmproDS of tho new regulations making 
it obligatory for Oriental vossola to oall at 
William Head before proceeding inward. The 
fog thnt down very thick and tho constant 
blowing cf tho fog horn at Rico Rocks ro- 
seeembliug very closely tho limpross' whis- 
tles, made tbo steamer's situation hard to 
make out. Biro headway waa kept by the 
Danubo until tho EmpresB suddenly loomed 
up out of tho mist. She was then laying 
to, and waa only approached at hailing dis- 
tance, for Dr. JoneB hud not yet inspected her. 
Then came a succession of vexatious waits 
and expeditions Into tho fog bank at Wil- 
lia.-n Head, to within half a milo of which 
Btatlon the liner finally came, despito the 
objection of her commander that it was 
daogoroua navigation in such heavy weather.
